Field Day with the FT-817 


I operated only with the FT-817 this year in Field 
Day. 

I participated with our 7A QRO club. and I was amazed 
with 

the FT-817 performance. I opereated only CW on 40, 20 
and 15 

meters. The performance of my setup was 
indistinquishable 

from the QRO stations. 


1) Stations always heard me and answered. 
2) I was asked for very few repeats. 
3) I didn't get blasted by other stations 

on the field. 
4) I didn't get blasted by stations near 

my operating frequency. 
5) I had a pretty whackey antenna. It was a 
random wire with a counterpoise... but it was 
also an OCF dipole with open wire feed. I had 
about 100 feet of wire sloping up to a max of 30 feet. 
On the counterpoise side, I had 30 feet of wire 
sloping 
up to 25 feet. Pretty weird. But worked very well. 


Before the start... during setup, a station in Bogota, 


Columbia was calling CQ on 15 meter SSB. So I answered 
him. "You're 59 off the side of my beam," he said. 
"Oh! 

I'm only running 5 watts," I answered. "What?" he 
asked. 

"You're QRP? Incredible signal!" So I knew I'd be OK 
for field day.

In recent years working Field Day has been a tough go. Work committments 
and family committments has made participation difficult. This year was 
no exception. I was the Systems Engineer on call this weekend, had to 
pick my brother and his family up at the airport at 5:30pm, and made 
promises to my wife. 


I thought I might get on and make a few 1D contacts, but as Saturday 
afternoon progressed I got the fever. An hour and a half after FD started 
I rolled into the parking lot at Amateur Electronic Supply to buy antenna 
stuff. It was going to be 1B with the K2 or not at all. 


Finally, around 0100Z I finally got a signal on. The station consisted of 
the K2 feeding a inverted V for 40 with 450 Ohm twinlead through a LDG 
balun up about 30 feet. A 7AH gell cell + internal battery for the K2 and 
a 20AH gell cell with inverter to power the Libretto 7OCT for logging. 

And a candle lantern to illuminate the operating position. 


Excellent. The objectives for this years encounter were not to call CQ. 
I decided that I wanted to know what kind of a score S&P could bring. 
>From experience, QRP calling CQ is killer and you can rack a big score 
quickly. I also wanted to evaluate the antenna, and finally just see how 


good the K2 really is. (For the K2 folks, I went to dot display, and 
turned off LCD backlight. I did keep batt in performance mode.) 


In about 7.5 hours of operating I made 256 QSOs via S&P. The last time I 
did a serious QRP FD was a few years ago and the rig was a TenTec 535 
(Argo II) with full size dipoles fed with coax for all bands. I had more 
QSOs/hr and higher QSO total, but I also called CQ FD. The K2 blew the 
memories of the Argo II away. Doing the bump and grind on 40 around 0300Z 
the K2 allowed me to pick my way through the din with 100Hz of filtering. 
No overloading at anytime. It was a long day so I crashed around 0400Z 
and decided to hit it again on Sunday. Up and on the air around 1145Z 40 
and 20 were hopping. Using S&P my QSO rate was still around 35/hr 
including time out for eating, sand box stops, and the occasional smoke. 
I hate to think what it might have been had I allowed myself to call CQ. 


40 and 20 were the workhorse bands. A few QSOs Saturday night on 80, and 
a few on Sunday on 15 & 10. It might have been my antenna that limited me 
on those bands, as I enjoyed great success Sunday on 20. 


But all things must end, at at 1600Z my pager went off and I was called in 
to tend the computers. 


A great field day, and one in which the K2 and I really bonded. Next year 
I have to be off the call schedule and be on vacation. For the Field Day 
that almost wasn't - man this was great.

Plans did not come out quite the way they were envisions - but FD was still 

a blast. The WX forecast was the worst in years. Rain though Sunday 

morning with lots of thunderstorms. Well the forecasters were wrong. But 

the forecast did scare away the clubs other CW operator. So instead of QRP 

vs QRO we used my call for the SMARC FD. That meant one QRO entry. I had 
intended to show what QRP can do by having us run two field day stations - 

one QRO and one QRP, but without the other CW operator that just not seem fair. 


On the WX front, we set up in the late morning. Here in the east FD starts 
at 2 PM local. So while we ate lunch we got the only significant rain 
during the event. A few sprinkles till about 3 PM and that was it. In the 
end those who came agreed we had the best WX in the last ten years. Cloudy 
Saturday, and never above 75. Cool Saturday night and no bugs. Sunday 
arrive bright and sunny. 


We ran 3A but had a total of four stations. One fellow set up on 6 meters, 
stayed about three hours, ran off 6 QSOs and left. That was all the time 
he had. Then a second fellow arrived and ran a rtty station for the 
weekend - sort of. He ended up with about 40 QSOs. Then the two big 
stations. The SSB station ran for the weekend - battery power off a 100 
Ahr battery. The best estimate I have it they got somewhere around 150-200 
QSO. Then there was the little QRP CW station - that was me. Solar 
powered for the entire event running about 4 watts from a K2. I managed to 
run off about 300 QSOs. For caparison I used two 5 Ahr batteries. The nice 
note was the QRO SSB guys were surprised how long their battery 

lasted. But if you do the math it is not too surprising. Running a rig 
that draws 20 A on transmit, and transmitting about 25% percent of the time 
the battery should give you around 20 hours. You will get a bit less as the 
rig does take current during Rx. 


With those number I think I still got the point across what QRP can 
do. All were impressed with K2 and the solar setup. 


I will probably put together an article for the club newsletter. I haven't 
yet decided how hard to hit them. It's a good thing we go for fun instead 
of points, as we made several blunders on the points front. Looking over 
the rules after the fact showed where we were not smart. The 6-meter and 
the rtty station ran off commercial power. In our 3A category that cost us 
300 points we could have gotten by running emergency power - that is more 
points than the two stations got for us. Where I am likely to hit them is 
with the observation that as 1A I could have accumulated a lot more points 
than the club did with the group we had. 


Of course we don't go for points - and if the guys don't get me their logs 
we won't get the entry sent in. Never the less we all had fun.

This was the first time I tried to go full Solar for field day. It was a 
great success. 


The setup was the K2 with two 5 Ahr SLA batteries. I had two 5 Watt solar 
panels and a Sunsaver-6 charge controller. Plus I took along a number of 
other batteries just in case. I had the K1 along as well in case I really 
had to conserve on power. In the end I needed neither the extra batteries 
nor the K1. 


Saturday started of very cloudy - with a bit of rain. While the rain went 
away with the start of the contest the clouds did not. I ran the K2 at 
about 4 watts with LDG QRP autotuner for a total take of about 300 

QSOs. The only power conservation I used was to turn off the 

backlight. The batteries held up well Saturday afternoon. The K2 showed 
12.3 volts at the start ( the protection diode in the K2 causes the rig to 
report a voltage 0.4 volts lower then the batteries themselves) - 12 hours 
later at 2 AM when I hit the sack it showed 11.9 volts. So they ware still 
at 70% of capacity. 


I got up at 6 AM - or I should say my 11 yr old girl got me up then when 
she came to my tent and announced that she had to get up as too many "daddy 
long legs" had invaded her tent. All requests to kill them or chase them 
out was to no avail. Sunday dawned with bright sunshine. Never the less 
the battery level reported by the K2 dropped to 11.7 volts (50%) by around 
8 AM - the rising sun just could not keep up with the drains on the 
battery. After a break for breakfast it was back up to 12.3 volts. It 
dropped down again to about 12.1 volts when I finally quit around 10:30. 
That actually left the batteries at 90% of capacity at the end. Not too 
bad. It would have been better except that I spend the last hour holding a 
frequency running off 50 QSOs.

Made my first cross-mode QSO using the PSK-80 Warbler on 3580.4 kHz tonight. 
I transmitted CW and Al, W6HLC over in Williamsburg, VA...213 miles from 
here as the crow flies...transmitted PSK31. Al said that the Warbler's CW 
note sounded fine but that QSB was giving him a little trouble. 


It's not rocket science or anything of the sort but it is fun. 


To make a long story short, there is now a Lionel J-38 straight key in 
series with my Warbler's transmit audio line along with a 600:600 Ohm audio 
transformer and 20-turn 1k pot (ok, maybe it's a 15-turn pot...). Put 
DigiPan in 'Tune' mode when you wish to transmit CW...then hammer away at 
your key. 


Feed the Warbler 2455 Hz audio in order to meet all your color-burst buds on 
3579.545 kHz...assumes that the Warbler has been properly calibrated for a 
‘phantom carrier' of 3582 kHz and that DigiPan etc has been configured for 
‘spectrum start' of 3582 kHz and ‘spectrum option' of 'LSB'. 

Now we're operating a little outside the design frequency range so don't 
drive the Warbler too hard or your friendly OO may get excited. I'm getting 
about a half-watt of rf out at 3579.545 kHz. 

Oh, and the 2455 Hz receive-audio may drive you nuts...provided that you can 
hear it at all :)...you must, of course, route the Warbler's receive-audio 
output to an ‘amplified speaker' or some such in order to hear the signals. 
An audio filter would help, too. 


We COULD re-calibrate the Warbler's carrier OSC/BFO in order to operate 
nearer to the CW gang...naw, then we'd have to re-re-calibrate for PSK 
operations... 


Yes, I know, it's a PSK rig...but it sure can act like a CW rig 
sometimes...now, where are all those color-burst guys tonight...

Just a few quick words about the Northern Vermont QRP Society's first 
ever Field Day ... 


We set up in large alpine field in an annex of Underhill State Park, in 
Underhill Center, VT. We were located at 1700 feet ASL essentially on 


the Western slope of Mount Mansfield. 


We operated class 2A battery/QRP using 2 FT-817's an a TS450 turned 
down to 5 watts, plus an assortment of HTs for 2m/70c cm FM (nice thing 
about being at 1700 feet!). 


We had a mil surplus crank up tower with an A3S tribander at 38 feet and 
used it to anchor one end each of a 40 meter full wave delta loop and an 
80 meter full wave loop (Superloop 80) out in opposite directions to 
trees for the other end anchors. We put up 20 feet of Rat Shack mast 
with a home made (KT1VT) rotating guy plate and it had the 6 and 2 meter 
beams with armstrong rotation (a rope with a stake and a volunteer). 


Each station had a large lead-acid storage battery and a 75 watt Siemens 
solar panel. 


We ran the TR Logging program and had 3 DOS laptops running the TR 
Network configuration. (the efforts KM1Z and I put into setting up the 
network paid off 100 fold when one compute died permanently after a few 
hours but we didn't lose any QSO information because it was shared 
around the network. ) 


We had ten people ... Fran (KM1Z), John (KB1ENS), Jay, (KK1J), Dick 
(KG2LN), Bill (KB1GXE), Kristin (AA1SK), Eric (NISRC), Frank (KT1VT), 
Dave (W1IDEC), and myself, Brian (N1BQ). Everyone operated and made QSOs. 
We had five people at Friday setup and nine at Saturday morning setup, 
and seven at Sunday takedown, we had five people there all night, and 
seven at any given time. This is a loose group and only Jay, Fran, and 
myself have really done much together before. Our setup and takedown 
went off as if we all had been working together for years ... this is a 
great bunch of people. 


Ma Nature did here best to keep it from happening. Friday afternoon and 
evening we were hit with 20-30 mph winds gusting over 40. We got the 
tower up, but decided to crank back down to two sections and the beam 
and put the other three back in on Saturday. The lightweight bow was so 
wimpy the arrows would take 90 degree turns in flight when the wind 
blew! The large three room tent blew over twice and we skipped that 
until Saturday. 


Saturday, the weather held off for setup, but an hour or three after FD 
start the skies opened up and it rained in torrents. We were literally 
in the clouds much of the time and everything was damp and/or wet ... 


Bu then the good things ... 


- we made 330+ Q's with 70+ multipliers 


- we held a VE session Saturday before dinner Saturday and John 
(KB1ENS) passed his Extra, with a torrential rain beating on the tent 
. way to go John 


- Jay (KK1J) - was sitting there running the FT817 into the 40 meter 
delta loop on 15 meters and heard a ZL station saying he needed one 
state for WAS and had the other guy heard any VT stations on? Jay jumped 
on, the guy asked if he was kidding, he said no, and he worked him! 


- my father-in-law, Bill (KB1GXE), newly minted ham made his very first 
on the air QSOs, on 40m SSB 


- Kristin (AA1SK) may have set a new record for patience as she 
outlasted one guy who must have tried two-thirds of the alphabet in 
trying to get the "Q" in N1QS ... then he copied us a "3A" not "2A" and 
went away ... grrrrr 


- Jay (KK1J) made a pot of chili for Saturday night that could possibly 
have been the most lethal concoction ever served up to humans. The first 
hint I had was when one visitor to the FD site came up to me literally 
with tears streaming down his face and gasping for air. Rumor has it the 
EPA will be investigating! 


- Dick (KG2LN), an Army trained RTO (Desert Storm vet) doesn't seem to 
be able to get the hang of a set of paddles, but he brought his own mil 
style hand key and thigh clamp and he was working up a storm on 20m/15m 
CW. 


- Frank (KT1VT) is a veteran VHF/UHF contester but had never gotten to 
do any HF contesting and he got his chance. This was also the first real 
HF contesting for Kristin (AA1SK) and her husband Eric (N1SRC). 


- Dave (WLIDEC) gets the “above and beyond the call of duty award" 
because he is an elected official in his town he got to traipse around 
to other FD sites to do the ‘elected official’ point thingy. 


- Brian (N1BQ), me, got the "booby" award for setting up the cook tent 
over the one low spot on the site ... by early evening the cook tent had 
been renamed "The Swamp" ... I tried to explain that a good kitchen has 
running water, but Kristen said "not through the middle of it!" 


- every club has someone they really count on to crank out the contacts 
. we have a few, but at the forefront is Fran (KM1Z) .. our technical

So, our first time, we made mistakes, we learned ... as Kristin said,

very proud to say that everyone had a good time and a positive 
experience. At least half the people there have said to make sure I call 
them about FYBO!

While, technically, I'd agree with you -- CW is just digital OOK (on-off 
keying) modulated using a code invented my Mr. Morse. 


However, here in the US, the regulations view CW and other digital modes 
differently. 


CW is allowed in all parts of the band, whereas other digital modes are 
restricted to the "digital" parts of the band. 


>The band-allocation test should be simply whether the mode is Narrow or 
>Wide-band..... 


That's not how the FCC has written the regulations here in the US. The 
FCC distinguishes between three basic forms of modulation: CW, digital 
and analog. Analog includes Voice, FAX, SSTV, etc. 


Naturally, other countries have different regulations. MOST governments 
do NOT restrict frequencies according to mode. 


>When the "gentleman's agreements" were written, CW was the only narrow-band 
>mode in existence. 


When everyone says "gentlemens' agreements" it would be nice to know 
which agreements are specified. The ARRL has a set of band plans, anda 
"Considerate Operators Frequency Guide". There are certainly parts of 
both the band plan and the frequency guide that have been edited since 
other digital modes have come to the fore. (RTTY has been in use since 
just after WWIT) 


>There is no reason why all "Narrow-Band" modes such as CW and PSK31 cannot 
>co-exist in perfect harmony. 


Agreed. 100% 


>For the sake of the future of AR we need to encourage experimentation in 
>narrow band modes.

Yes, CW is technically a digital mode, what kind of definition 
actually would separate that from a more ‘commonly defined ' 
digital mode. 


I can see that you could specify CW as the special case digital 
mode of 'on/off' keying using a single pure frequency in the on 
state, and data modulated as timing of the on condition in one 
of two timing ranges, being related as approximately a 3:1 ratio. 


Why bother you ask? Well, sooner or later, someone is going to 

‘go digital’ and claim they are CW, or a variant of CW. Heck, they 
could even go real equivilent of IMC just at 100Qwpm (hmm, the 

bandwidth would really start climbing...) or even more, computer 
generated, and then say "Hey, it's CW!" and work anywhere. (And 

yes, I DO realize that really only applies to very small parts of 6 and 
2, but this is just a thought exercise. For now.) 


Yes, I realize ‘real digital' modes would be more efficient. 


So, if we're going to ‘get technical' and define CW as a ‘digital mode', 
let's think about what really defines it. And if we HAD to, define it 
well enough to make a definition that would separate the man from 

the machine.

Yes with a quick blow from a very sharp chisle. The toroid core must be 
placed on a surface which will allow for some give such as a hard rubber. 
Place the chisle on the toroid and with a quick fast blow, the toroid should 
break in two. Afterwards you can dress the ends with wet emery cloth. If 
it's a large toroid, you'll need two chisles hitting at the same time or the 
stress will break them unevenly. The other option is to use a cuttoff tool 
in a dremel but use a face mask and of course always where eye protection.

It's a strange design using two W-shaped elements, with a hexagonal 
outer pattern. Only one element is driven, so it's a sort of two-element 
parasitic antenna with unusually-shaped elements. It appears to be built 
using flexible fiberglass spreaders and wire elements. 


The HexBeam antennas, especially the multiband models, are a bit 
expensive for 2-element antennas, especially the multiband versions, but 
they are lightweight, and the smooth shape means the windload is low, so 
you can install them with rather modest supports and rotators. I haven't 
used one personally, but I have seen favorable reviews on eham.net and 
elsewhere. They have a web site: http://www.hexbeam.com 


As for Field Day, I never got around to operating any 10M CW - I had a 
listen on Sunday morning, and the band was dead. I did some 10M QRP SSB 


on Saturday, because we had a Tech Plus op who was eager to try it out, 
and had a bit of success - and that was using an old Cushcraft R3 as the 
antenna.

The only "problem" you'll have is that as the wire gets longer, and the 
operating wavelength gets shorter, you leave the realm of "broadside" 
patterns and enter the "long wire" realm where the lobes approach the axis 
of the wire. If you're lucky, (like me) you can put up two at right angles 
and switch between them for best sig. Any problem with loading is usually 
cured by adjusting the length of the parallel feed line. I'm using two 88' 
doublets at right angles at about 60' ht., and really like the performance.

Yes, I ran a 178 £t 40-meter EDZ for quite some time very happily. It would 
load on 160, although I have never operated that band. It was very good on 
80 - 10 and loaded readily on all bands with an MFJ 989C tuner. 


I presently use an 88 ft 20-meter EDZ on 80 - 10 and it does a great job, 
especially on 40 and 20. The system is 42 ft of ladderline to a W2DU 1:1 
current balun to 13 £t of RG-213 to the tuner. 


It was my "Fox Gitter" last Fall and Winter (39/42) and got all but 2 of 
the Pesky Texans the other night - couldn't hear either one of them. It 

will be the main antenna for the 20-meter Summer Hunts starting Thursday 
night. 


I think that it is one of the most effective wire antennas you can put up. 
Excellent performance and none of the critical loading problems you get 
with "resonant" multiband antennas.

FWIW, I used a shortened (33 ft each side) dipole with 40 ft. random 
450-ohm feedline on FD with my K2 and an MFJ 1/1 balun. The antenna was 
at about 25 feet, suspended at both ends and the center by convenient 
trees. 


It worked extremely well 80 through 10 and tuned up OK on 160, all with 
the K2's internal tuner. No QSO's on 160 because couldn't find any SSB 
or CW stations to work; they were all regular ragchewers.
